ed his bill through the first agri- 
cultural committee hearing. His 
victory is the more amazing in 


the knowledge that it has been 
consistently opposed by the ad- 
ministration, and is even now 


threatened by a Presidential veto, 

When John Bankhead speaks 
on farming in Washington he gets 
the attention of the legislators, 

They know that the Alabama 
Senator knows whereof he speaks

NEW INDUSTRIAL DIRECT’RY 
HAS JUST BEEN PUBLISHED 

A revised issue of its. directory 
of Alabama industrial plants and 
products has just been published 
by the Alabama State Chamber 
of Commerce. The new issue, 
_ replacing the first edition publish- 
nearly three years ago, lists 
all Alabama industries except 
those established within the last 
few weeks. 

Entitled “Industrial Alabama,” 
the new directory has a more at- 


ed 


tractive cover than the original 
edition and lists over 200 indus- 


tries established since the direc- 
tory was first published. 

In addition to listing industries 
alphabetically, the directory con- 
tains an index by products as well 
as a list of industries by counties. 
A list of daily and weekly news- 
papers arranged alphabetically 
by towns, also is contained in the 
new edition. 

In a foreword to the directory 
it is set out that Alabama indus- 
tries and mines furnish employ- 
ment for some 150,000 people and 
turn out products valued at 
approximately $400,,000,000 an- 
nually. These plants vary in size 
from small concerns employing 
less than 10 workmen to a giant 
company with 28,000 employes. 

Thousands of copies of the orig- 


inal edition were distributed by 
the State Chamber and the new 
issue is expected to be equally 
popular,

G CHRISTIAN 
PETER’S VISION 


BROADEN 
HORIZONS: 


LESSON TEXT—-Acts 11;:5-18, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Then Peter opened 
his mouth, and said, Of a truth I per- 
ceive that God is no respecter of per- 
sons.—Acts 10:34, 


“The best argument for Christian- 
ity is a Christian’? (Henry Drum- 
mond), Peter presented just such 
an argument when, early in the his- 
tory of Christianity, there arose a 
difference of opinion regarding his 
ministry to a Gentile and his family. 
The stumbling stone of offense be- 
came a stepping stone to higher 
things, leading to the place of broad- 
er horizons, Peter, instead of ap- 
pealing to his apostolic authority or 
asserting his position, simply relat- 
ed what God had done. He present- 
ed the best proof that God had actu- 
ally been at work; namely, a re- 
deemed soul. 

We may learn from this lesson 
that the way to broadened horizons 
and greater usefulness for the 
church is by 

I. A Vision of God’s Plan (vv. 
5-10). 

All men are equally precious in 
God's sight. God taught Peter very 
effectively that, whether Gentile or 
Jew, the Lord is ‘not willing that 
any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance’’ (II Pet. 3:9). 


When God speaks we do well to 
give heed to His message, even 
though it cuts across our ideas and 
prejudices, as it often does. It is 
not our plan that is important; it is 
God's plan and purpose. As we 
walk in that way we shall have 

Ii, An Experience of God’s Power 
(vv. 11-15). 

The Holy Spirit had fallen on the 
Gentiles and they actually had been 
saved, Is it not singular that in the 
early church they could hardly be- 
lieve that a Gentile could be saved? 
Now we are astonished if a Jew is 
saved! Why will we in our unbelief 
limit the Holy One of Israel? 

The all-powerful gospel of the 
grace of God is still saving men and 
women, Jews and Gentiles, from 
their sins. Have you seen it hap- 
pen? It is a great inspiration to 
faith and service. God is ready so 
to encourage us—He is the same to- 
day as He was when He sent Peter 
to Cornelius. Are we willing to run 
His errands, proclaim His message? 
To do so we need 

Il. An Appreciation of God’s 
Word (v. 16). 


The best way to learn the mean- 
ing of God’s Word is to use it, live it, 
obey it. “If any man will do his 
will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God’’ (John 7:17). 
Peter had learned anew that God's 
Word meant just what it said. We 
who are God's servants should be- 
lieve His Word and act on in faith. 


Observe that Cornelius had gath- 
ered a group in his household to hear 
the Word of God (Acts 10:27, 33). 
Could we not do the same? ‘'Can- 
not each calculate with exactness 
some time and place where the gos- 
pel is to be preached, and is it not 
possible to bring thither one's rela- 
tives and friends? Secondly, when 
present in a place of worship, can- 
not each be prepared to say, ‘We are 
all here present’—all, family and 
friends, mind as well as body; ‘in 
the sight of God’—not to be seen by 
others, not conscious so much of 
others as of the presence of God; ‘to 
hear all things’—not to be amused 
or to sleep; ‘that have been com- 
manded thee of the Lord’—not to 
listen to human conjecture or the ex- 
ploiting of doubts, but to receive a 
positive message which is delivered 
in a reverent spirit and with the 
prophetic formula: ‘Thus ‘saith the 
Lord.’ What would happen were all 
Christian churches filled with such 
audiences?”’ (Charles R, Erdman). 

This brings us to what is most im- 
portant of all in broadening our 
spiritual horizons. 

IV. An Understanding of God’s 
Love (vv. 17, 18). 

God's love is for all people. Since 
He has not raised any barriers of 
race, creed, color, class, or social 
position, it is not for His followers, 
and assuredly not for His servants, 
to set up hindering restrictions 
which He does not countenance. If 
God intended to save Gentiles, Peter 
wanted to be an instrument in His 
hand, not a hindrance in His way. 
One of the needs of our day is that 
those doing God’s work should not 
withstand Him and His love. He 
who is the same yesterday, today, 
and forever, is ready to work as 
powerfully today as He did in the 
days of Peter and Paul, or of Finney 
and Moody. Let us give Him liberty 
to work in and through us, not as we 
may wish, but as He desires. Who 
are we that we should withstand 
God?

NOW IS THE BEST TIME 
TO KILL HOUSE FLIES 


Right now is the best time to 
do effective work toward control- 
ling flies, says W. A. Ruffin, ex- 
tension entomologist, Auburn, in 
urging farmers to rid their places 
of the pests before they hatch. 
Effective control begins with 
the first warm days of spring by 
removing manure, rotten straw, 
spoiled silage and other material 
where moisture and warmth are 
present. A little time spent in 
cleaning up now will do more 
good in fly control than all sprays, 
fly traps or poison bait that can 
be used later in the summer, the 
entomologist states.

COMPLETE CONSERVATION 
PLANS COVER 10,200 ACRES 


Complete conservation plans 
covering approximately 10,200 
acres of farm land in Coffee Coun 
ty have been developed since the 
Wiregrass soil conservation 
trict began operations, in July, 
1940, D. H, James, chairman of 
the board of supervisors, reported 
recently, 

Developing a 
vation plan is the first step in 
bringing about actual conserva- 
tion on the land, Mr, James point- 
ed out. Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice technicians assigned to the 
district assist farmers in working 
out their farm plans, he ex- 
plained, 

Erosion cannot be controlled by 
any one remedy, Mr, James con- 
tinued, The purpose of conser- 
vation planning is to develop a 
plan for the farm as a whole, in- 
stead of trying to patch up the 
erosion scars here and there on 
the separate fields that make up 
the farm, 

Before making a 
plan, an inventory is made of the 
soil type, steepness of slope, de- 


dis- 


complete conser- 


gree and extent of erosion, and 
existing land use on every por- 
lion of the farm. With this in- 


formation indicated on a map of 
the farm, the farmer and the con- 
servation technician go over the 
farm field by field, working out 
land use changes and erosion 
control practices to hold the soil 
and provide a well rounded pro- 
gram for the farm,
